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Housing waiting list up by seven per cent

THE number of people in 
Dorset on the social hous¬ 
ing waiting list has jumped 
by seven per cent, a lead¬ 


ing organisation has 
warned. 

The National Housing 
Federation - which repre¬ 


sents 1,200 housing associ¬ 
ations in England - has 
collected data showing the 
South West is struggling 
with housing waiting lists 
compared to the national 
average. 

The federation report re¬ 
veals that in 2011 there 
were 26,087 households on 
the list, up from 24,341 in 
2010. 

Experts analysing the 
data described the upsurge 
as a symptom of a housing 
crisis. 

Jenny Allen from the fed¬ 
eration told the BBC: 
“High house prices, rising 
rents and the fastest grow¬ 
ing waiting lists in the 
country - these symptoms 
of the housing crisis are 
having a huge impact on 
people across the South 
West.” 


Martyn Pearl, housing 
service manager for West 
Dorset District Council, 
said that demand for af¬ 
fordable homes in West 
Dorset “continues to rise 
because of the high cost of 
alternative forms of hous¬ 
ing.” 

He continued: “High 
numbers of older and in¬ 
firm households, often on 
fixed incomes, and house¬ 
holds in low-paid employ¬ 
ment are often unable to 
afford to buy or rent pri¬ 
vately.” 

The BBC also reported 
that Mr Pearl believed the 
problem was made worse 
by reductions in grants for 


new homes. 

Some volunteers at Brid- 
port’s Citizen’s Advice 
Bureau have seen the fall¬ 
out from the crisis first 
hand. 

Advice Service Supervi¬ 
sor John L.F. - whose po¬ 
sition on the front line of 
the service made him re¬ 
luctant to give his full 
name - said people were 
struggling to find housing 
even though the end of the 
holiday let season nor¬ 
mally freed up new rentals. 

He said: “This time of 
year normally sees more 
properties being freed up 
after the holiday season. 
So if this is not happening 


then other factors are at 
play.” 

He continued: “I haven’t 
seen the data nor seen 
CAB figures so I can only 
speak anecdotally. 

“But if there are more 
people applying for social 
housing then they are hav¬ 
ing difficulty finding 
places in the private sector. 

“A lot of people on bene¬ 
fits have trouble accessing 
the private rental market 
because of the checks that 
are insisted on. Many land¬ 
lords will not accept peo¬ 
ple on benefits and so they 
become trapped. 

“Others are refused be¬ 
cause they find themselves 
with a poor credit rating 
which might not be an ac¬ 
curate indicator of their af¬ 
fairs. It could just be a bill 
they were late in paying.” 


He added: “I can’t under¬ 
stand why they do it. But 
then again I am not a pri¬ 
vate landlord.” 

The volunteer advisor 
felt underlying issues were 
also to blame for the high 
number of people needing 
help with housing. 

He said: “One group in 
particular has really been 
affected - and that is 
younger people. 

“Youth unemployment is 
very high at the moment 
and for a number of rea¬ 
sons many have to live in¬ 
dependently. Many find 
themselves sofa hopping, 
staying with friends or 
even camping to get by. 

“We have concerns at the 
CAB about vulnerable 
people like the young. The 
only homeless accommo¬ 
dation in West Dorset is in 


Pilsden.” 

Westminster is now con¬ 
sidering whether to allow 
local government pension 
schemes to invest more in 
new homes. 

Currently they can spend 
a maximum of 15 per cent 
of the £150bn available on 
homes, roads and other 
forms of infrastructure. 

Ministers have suggested 
extending this to 30 per 
cent which would boost 
the largest possible invest¬ 
ment from £22.5bn to 
£45bn. 

A report published last 
month by the Future 
Homes Commission, set 
up by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, said a 
possible 100,000 to 300, 
000 homes could be built 
in the UK every year using 
council pension funds. 
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PAULA Douthett was born in Wisconsin, USA, in 
1932 before moving to New York City to study 
dance where she met her husband. Bill. 

The couple moved to Colorado to raise their 
two daughters before moving to England in 
1975. A devout Christian, Paula has travelled 
the world encouraging worship through the 
art of dance. She and her husband now live 
part of the year in Lyme Regis and rest in the 
US, having grandchildren in both countries. 


• WHAT influenced you to be a dancer? 

I always felt I was meant to do something new in 
dance and movement. I just had no idea what it was. 
When I went to New York to study I was lucky 
enough to train with modern dance reformers who 
wanted to create a new form of dance. When I 
started the course it was like a spark, I just knew it's 
what I had to do. 

• DID your parents approve of the profession? 

When I came home from college and told my par¬ 
ents, my mother said: "I'm not surprised - you were 
dancing in the womb!"My mother was involved with 
the arts so it was no problem at all. 

• WHAT made you use dance more closely with 
the church? 

After we got married we moved to Boulder, Col¬ 
orado, to raise our daughters away from the rat race. 
We joined a Lutherian church there and the pastor 
visited us to ask what gifts we had to offer the 
church. I thought "Oh dear" and told him I was 
trained as a dancer. But the minister said "let's see 
how we can usethis"and invited me to dance at the 
front of the church. It was a tiny space and I was used 
to a stage! 

Finally, I prayed to Jesus to ask how I should do it 
and he showed me the way. Now I teach how to wor¬ 
ship God through the dance. 

• WHY is dance so important for a person's spir¬ 
itual wellbeing? 

It opens you. Like singing, movement is a language. 
It expresses things, the movements express the 
words. It has this amazing effect of opening a per¬ 
son's emotions. It can help with grieving, depression 
and really can heal. In the secular world it is known 
as dance therapy. 



• WHAT is the most extraordinary place you 
have visited? 

I visited Poland when it was behind the Iron Curtain. 
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The people there were suffering terribly - no paper 
products and no soap products. Yet people had such 
faith and joy and this blew our minds. 

We brought them supplies on one visit and they 
thanked us by giving us food including a month's 
worth of meat even though it was rationed. Their 
generosity and spirit was a great influence on me. 

• WHAT made you write an autobiography? 

God told me to write it on my seventieth birthday. 
This was really tough for me -1 thought'Tm a dancer, 
I use movements not words!"but that was my calling 
so I knew I had to do it. 

I put it off for years until I got to 78 years old and I 
thought I'd better get on and do it! I visited a 
monastery in New Mexico where they held a writing 
weekend. I went on that and it really jumped-started 
my writing batteries. After that I wrote every day for 
two years until I finished it. 


• DO you miss writing the book now that it is fin¬ 
ished? 

I do, but I don't want to write another book. I find it 
incredible that a dancer should be there at a book 
signing, but there I was. I am just so happy now to 
feel that I have fulfilled my purpose on Earth. I still 
dance every day and I look forward to dancing in 
heaven, dancing with the angels. 

• YOU have lived in many places - which of them 
do you consider home? 

When I moved to England in 1975 I was very home¬ 
sick - it is such a different culture. But the Lord 
taught me that your home is anywhere the Lord is 
and now I can be happy any place - even a nursing 
home would be fine and I could call it home.

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Emergency services: All against chopper closure 


RANK and file members 
of West Dorset’s police, 
fire, ambulance, coast¬ 
guard and lifeboat emer¬ 
gency services have 
voted 100 per cent 
against the closure of the 
Portland rescue helicop¬ 
ter - predicting that peo¬ 
ple will die if it is lost. 

A straw poll of 200 
members of the emer¬ 
gency services has re¬ 
vealed unanimous 
opposition to the Govern¬ 
ment’s plan to axe the 
coastguard search and 
rescue chopper, which 
has flown almost 200 
mercy missions this year. 

The poll, conducted by 
the West Dorset cam¬ 
paign against the threat¬ 
ened loss of the key 
coastguard service, mir¬ 
rors massive public feel¬ 
ing that the life-saving 
helicopter should escape 
Government cash cuts. 

“Although the emer¬ 
gency services answer to 
the authorities and there¬ 
fore are not allowed to 
officially express their 
views, we have spoken to 
196 members of the

emergency services and 
they think the whole idea 
of closing the helicopter 
rescue service is crazy,” 
said Mac McNamee, 
spokes-man for the West 
Dorset campaign. 

“They all feel that lives 
will be lost if this cut 
goes ahead.” 

Campaigners inter¬ 
viewed 58 police officers 
in West Dorset and all 
were against the closure. 

Ambulance personnel 
voted 37-0 against the 
closure, fire service per¬ 
sonnel voted 67-0 
against, RNLI lifeboat- 
men 15-0 against and 
coastguards 20-0 against. 

“These officers are the 
experts in emergencies, 
they have the experience 
to know what they are 
talking about and the 
Government should heed 
their informed fears,” 
said Mr McNamee. 

Meanwhile 50 per cent 
of the voters of West 
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Dorset and East Devon 
have petitioned the Gov¬ 
ernment to stop the shut¬ 
down of the Portland 
rescue helicopter - rais¬ 
ing fears for the safety of 
the seats of Tory MPs 
Oliver Letwin and Hugo 
Swire at the next General 
Election. 

Although both of the 
Tory MPs have lobbied 
against the closure, they 
are tied to their Party line 
and that could cost them 
their seats as public op¬ 
position to the Govern¬ 


ment-led closure is 
swelling by the day. 

Mr Letwin, MP for 
West Dorset, and Mr 
Swire, MP for East 
Devon, face the prospect 
of a local backlash at the 


next election unless the 
Government’s stand on 
closing down the rescue 
helicopter is u-turned.

Former police officer 
is elected Dorset's 
crime commissioner 


FORMER police chief Mar- 
tyn Underhill, who was 
second in command dur¬ 
ing the Sarah Payne mur¬ 
der investigation, has 
been voted Dorset's first 
police and crime commis¬ 
sioner. 

Independent Mr Under¬ 
hill, pictured below right, 
beat the Conservatives' 
Nick King, who was highly 
tipped to win the elec¬ 
tion, after second choice 
votes were counted as 
neither managed to get 
more than 50 per cent of 
votes. 

Mr Underhill got 51,930 
votes - 60.1 per cent, 
ahead of Mr King with 
34,451 - 39.9 per cent. 

Labour's Rachel Rogers 
and Liberal Democrat 
Andy Canning were elim¬ 
inated in the first round. 

The BBC reported that 
theTories left the building 
before the final result 
from the second count 
had been declared, refus¬ 
ing to share the platform 
with Mr Underhill when 
final declaration took 
place citing "negative 
campaigning". 

After winning, Mr Un¬ 
derhill thanked the public 
for voting for him but 
blamed the government 
for the low turnout. 

Only 96,149 valid ballots 
were cast in Dorset, out of 
588,436 registered voters 
-16.3 percent. 

"The government or¬ 
ganised a bad campaign 
and educated the public 
badly," he said. 

He admitted that he 
may only have won the 


vote based on the fact the 
public did not want the 
election to be political. 

"I won every single area 
which clearly displays 
people do not want poli¬ 
tics involved," he said. 

During his winner's 
speech, Mr Underhill said 
the race saw him going 
"head to head" with Mr 
King. 

"It got bloody and we 
now we need to heal, be¬ 
cause I am here to repre¬ 
sent everyone in Dorset 
regardless of their party 
preference." 

He said his "number 
one" priority was to hire a 
chief constable with "with 
my vision". 

"There's a lot to do in 
the first 100 days." 

Mr Underhill moved to 
Dorset after retiring from 


Sussex Police in 2009 and 
went on to campaign on 
issues surrounding safe¬ 
guarding children, includ¬ 
ing Sarah's Law which was 
introduced in Dorset in 
2010. 

He has vowed to make 
tackling anti-social be¬ 
haviour, reducing marine 
and rural crime and put¬ 
ting victims first priorities. 
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the closure - around 50 
per cent of the region’s 
electorate. 

This compares to just 
16 per cent who voted in 
the recent police com¬ 
missioner elections. 

Organisers of the peti¬ 
tion this week warned the 
serving MPs that they 
could be voted out of of¬ 
fice if the Government 
ignores the massive pub¬ 
lic call to save the rescue 
helicopter. 

Mr McNamee said: “If 
the Government goes 
ahead with the axing of 
the Portland search and 
rescue helicopter, the 
people of West Dorset 
will remember this when 
it comes to the next Gen¬ 
eral Election,” 

Mr McNamee started 
the petitions in July after 
he and his 13-year-old 
daughter Gaby were al¬ 
most swept to their 
deaths in the freak floods 
of the summer. 

The Litton Cheney res¬ 
idents had to climb onto 
the roof of their Land 
Rover after flood waters 
engulfed the car. They 
were saved by the Port¬ 
land coastguard’s heli¬ 
copter. 

“When we were aboard 
the helicopter Gaby said 
to me ‘Dad, if the heli¬ 
copter had not saved us 
we would be dead, 
wouldn’t we?’ 

“I said no, but in the 


back of my mind I knew 
she was right.” 

The Government wants 
to shut down the Portland 
rescue service by 2017 to 
save money. 

Under Government 
plans, the chopper, which 
has flown almost 200 
mercy dash flights since 
July this year, will be re¬ 
placed by a helicopter 
based miles away near 
The Solent - which ex¬ 
perts say risks not reach¬ 
ing fishermen and sailors 
in time. 

“In cold angry winter 
seas, survival time in the 
water is very short,” said 
Mr McNamee. 

“A matter of minutes 
makes all the difference 
between life and death.” 

MP for South Dorset, 
Tory Richard Drax, has 
accused his own party of 
foolishness in closing the 
Portland search and res¬ 
cue - predicting that it 
leave the Government 
with blood on its hands. 

“This is sheer folly. 
Lives will be lost if the 
Portland helicopter 
goes,” said Mr Drax. 

The Government has 
also come under fire 
from the powerful Trans¬ 
port Select Committee, 
who have criticised the 
Department of Transport 
for not listening to the 
overwhelming public 
opinion of residents of 
West Dorset and East 


Devon. 

The Parliamentary 
committee said it was 
“surprised and disap¬ 
pointed” at Transport 
Minister Patrick 

McLaughlin’s failure to 
consult the public on the 
closure. 

So anxious is the Gov¬ 
ernment about the wide¬ 
spread opposition that it 
has issued a gagging 
order preventing coast¬ 
guards airing their in¬ 
formed fears. 

“The coastguards have 
been made to sign an 
agreement which pre¬ 
vents any member of 
staff talking or writing 
about anything to do with 
the closure,” said Mr Mc¬ 
Namee. 

“Since we started a 
written petition in July it 
has been signed by 
51,000 people from the 
area. A further 13,250 
have signed an e-petition. 

“The public are clearly 
against the closure in 
overwhelming numbers 
and I’m astonished that 
the authorities are ignor¬ 
ing this. 

“I have found no one 
person in the area, young 
or old, who is for the clo¬ 
sure.”

View from Westminster [U 

with MP OLIVER LETWIN P> 4 


Plenty for Commons to chew over 


THIS is my first View from Westminster since MPs 
returned to Parliament, via a quick detour to party 
conference, after the summer. 

After a couple of months away from the House of 
Commons, MPs have had much to chew over. The 
House of Commons has a noticeable buzz in and 
around debates and committees. 

True, the great debate that might have been about 
House of Lords reform has now gone away 

One interesting development that occurs as MPs 
return halfway through the five years of a parliamen¬ 
tary term is that, rather than spending lots of time 
debating the genetic make-up of bills going through 
the House, you start debating the implementation 
and outcomes of the acts that have successfully 
worked their way through that prior scrutiny. 

Over the coming weeks and months, I imagine the 
implementation of reforms like police and crime 
commissioners, academies, free schools, university 
technical colleges and universal credit will be at the 
centre of attention, as MPs discuss how these 
changes are working in practice. 

Of course the biggest decision of this parliament - 
to restore the balance of the public finances by cut¬ 
ting back on public expenditure - continues to be the 
focus of an enormous amount of attention, and the 
debate about whether it is working took a new turn 
recently as positive economic figures came to light. 


The Office of National Statistics recently an¬ 
nounced that the UK’s economy had grown by one 
per cent in the last quarter. 

Whilst one per cent may not sound like very much, 
it does mean that we are officially out of recession. 

I have no doubt that the recovery will continue to 
be choppy - and there is a long way to go yet before 
we can be confident of steady growth given what is 
going on in Europe and around the rest of the world. 
But at least the evidence is mounting that we are on 
the right track. 

As with buses, you wait for a piece of positive eco¬ 
nomic news and then suddenly several come along 
at once. 

We’ve seen some exceedingly positive employ¬ 
ment figures, with the private sector creating over a 
million jobs since 2010 and with more people cur¬ 
rently employed than at any other time in our history. 
Inflation is also down and we’ve so far managed to 
cut the structural deficit by a quarter. 

Of course these are just the first small steps to¬ 
wards a full recovery from the worst fiscal crisis and 
most severe economic downturn since the 1930s. 
But they are certainly enough to shift the terms of 
debate substantially in parliament. 

We are hearing a lot less about ‘plan B’ than we 
were hearing a while back. In the end, the facts 
speak louder than words.

Under the Superfast Dorset project, all areas of 
Dorset will receive a minimum of 2 Megabits per sec¬ 
ond (Mbps) once the infrastructure has been installed 
by December 2014. 

Most of Dorset (90-95 per cent) will be able to pur¬ 
chase packages from their supplier of at least 24 
Mbps. The current average is 6 Mbps. 

It is part of a national initiative to give the UK the 
best broadband infrastructure in Europe by 2015. 
Dorset County Council is leading the wide-ranging 
project on behalf of all district and borough councils, 
the business community, voluntary organisations and 
community broadband groups. 

Robert Gould, Dorset County Council Cabinet mem¬ 
ber for the environment, said: “We all need faster 
speeds to cope with the ever-changing world of tech¬ 
nology. 

“Websites are becoming increasingly interactive and 
households are using more devices online, such as the 
rise in smart TV, which make a faster and more stable 
broadband service essential for the future. 

“People in Dorset’s rural areas are crying out for this 


so we really need to respond. More and more people 
work from home at least part-time, so getting superfast 
broadband in the villages is crucial. 

“This project takes advantage of public subsidy to 
bring high speed broadband to areas that otherwise 
suppliers would ignore. 

We need to demonstrate to suppliers that people in 
Dorset want this. The more people who register their 
interest from a particular area, the more likely that area 
will be included.

DORSET-loving guests of a Bridport-based parks 
group have helped swell a fundraising appeal by the 
Jurassic Coast Trust. 

West Dorset Leisure Holidays announced that five 
years after it started raising cash for the cause, they 
have handed over more than £31,000 to the trust.

EIGHT Dorset libraries will be¬ 
come community-run from the 
New Year - saving the county 
council thousands of pounds 
each year. 

The services being handed 
over by the county council are - 
Chickerell, Puddletown, Wool, 
Charmouth, Colehill and Stal- 
bridge. The transfer of owner¬ 
ship of Burton Bradstock 
Library and Charmouth Library 
has already been completed. 

The libraries will be fully in¬ 
dependent and self-governed, 
but supported with staffing, 
books and IT services from the 
council in a deal worth £5,500 
for each library each year. 

Cllr Hilary Cox, cabinet 
member for community serv¬ 
ices, said: “I am very pleased 
that by working together in 
partnership and through careful 
listening and constructive nego¬ 
tiation, we are now looking to 
finalise dates for local commu¬ 
nities to take over the responsi¬ 
bility for running seven 
libraries with support from 
Dorset County Council. 

“The county council appreci¬ 
ates the local leadership and 
hard work that has been done. 
This innovative approach is 
good for local communities, 
while helping us to manage our 
reduced budget, which we have 
to do. I would like to thank all 
the volunteers for coming for¬ 
ward.”

Graham Lee, Chairman of Ad 
Lib (Association of Lriends of 
Dorset Libraries) said, “Sixteen 
months ago, eight community li¬ 
braries located throughout the 
county were faced with the stark 
choice of being closed through 
the lack of funding or managing 
the libraries themselves.

“We are at least near the end of 
the negotiations designed not 
only to give the libraries a sound 
start but also a secure future. 

“The efforts made by the 
county council towards achiev¬ 
ing this are much appreciated.

Dorset trading standards 
prosecute over solar toy 


DORSET County Council's trading 
standards officers who thwarted an 
attempt to import a dangerous toy 
into the UK have seen the perpetra¬ 
tors fined under the Consumer Pro¬ 
tection Act. 

Lesser and Pavey Ltd, of Dartford 
in Kent, tried to import a 'solar mon¬ 
key'toy which failed to carry a CE 
mark and which contained parts 
which could be potentially fatal if 
choked on by children. 

But in December last year, an offi¬ 
cer from Dorset County Council's 
trading standards service pur¬ 
chased one of the toys on the inter¬ 
net as part of a project checking the 
safety of toys available in the lead 
up to Christmas and found it to be 
unsafe. 

Similar items found in Wimborne, 
East Dorset, had been found to fail 
screen tests. The subsequent inves¬ 
tigation revealed that the company 
had imported 7,200 of these items 
and sold 3,072 of them. 

The solar powered toy moved in 
sunlight. 

Dorset County Council's trading 
standards service prosecuted the 
company who pleaded guilty on 
November 14th, at Weymouth Mag¬ 
istrates'Court. 

Lesser and Pavey were fined 
£2,000 and ordered to pay costs of 
£613. 

In mitigation, a director of Lesser 
and Pavey Ltd stated that they is¬ 
sued a recall notice for the toys to 


all retailers once they had heard 
from trading standards. 

He confirmed that the company 
was a large giftware importer, but 
did not usually sell toys and their 
checks had not taken account of 
the toy safety regulations. Systems 
were put in place to prevent a re¬ 
currence of this situation. 

Ivan Hancock, trading standards 
service manager for Dorset County 
Council, said: "Businesses import¬ 
ing toys play a critical role in ensur¬ 
ing unsafe goods are not sold to UK 
consumers. 

"They are legally responsible for 


checking that all toys are safe be¬ 
fore distributing them. 

"Once sub-standard goods have 
been sent out, it really is a case of 
shutting the stable door after the 
horse has bolted. 

"Where consumers'safety is put at 
risk by breaches formal action is al¬ 
ways a consideration for us. 

"Officers are in regular contact 
with Dorset based importers but if 
any toy supplier is unsure of the 
legal requirements they should 
contact trading standards for ad¬ 
vice and guidance on 01305 
224702."

Scrap dealers bill will boost 
CLA's metal theft campaign 


A COUNTRY Land and Business 
Association (CLA) campaign to 
reduce metal thefts in Dorset 
received a boost with the third 
reading of the Scrap Metal 
Dealers Bill. 

The association has been cam¬ 
paigning for licensing to be ex¬ 
tended to itinerant metal traders 
and for powers to be introduced 
which would enable licenses to 
be revoked. 

Both form part of MP Richard 
Ottaway's Private Member's Bill 
which passed its third reading in 
the House of Commons earlier 
this month. 

CLA South West Director, John 
Mortimer, said: "Rural areas have 
been hit hard by metal theft leav¬ 
ing businesses and communities 
counting the cost of such selfish 
and illegal actions. 

"What is frequently not under¬ 
stood is that the true cost of farm 
theft and other rural crime is 
more than simply the value of the 
items taken. 

"There is the cost of lost produc¬ 
tion time, of repairing the dam¬ 
age caused plus the risk of 
livestock straying due to gates 


being left open or fencing taken 
down - so we are pleased this Bill 
has safely reached its conclusion 
in the House of Commons and 
look forward to it being accepted 
as law by the House of Lords." 

The CLA launched a 'Scrap the 


Cash'campaign at the beginning 
of this year calling on the Govern¬ 
ment to ban cash payments to 
scrap metal sellers - a proposal 
which was accepted and which 
will come into force on December 
3rd.

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STIFF Little Fingers are a punk rock band from 
Belfast, Northern Ireland, who formed in 
1977, at the height of the Troubles. They 
started out as a schoolboy band called High¬ 
way Star (named after the Deep Purple song), 
doing rock covers, until they discovered punk. 

Along with the likes of the Clash, Sex Pistols, 
The Jam, Skids, Buzzcocks, Undertones, Sham 
69 and the Stranglers they were at the fore¬ 
front of the punk movement. They enjoyed 
six years as one of the biggest ticket draws in 
the UK and recorded three more studio al¬ 
bums - Nobody's Heroes (1980), Go For It 
(1982) and Now Then (1982) 

They split up after six years and four albums, 
although they reformed five years later, in 
1987. 


Despite major personnel changes, they are 
still touring and recording as of 2012. Jake 
Burns, their lead singer, is the only member 
to have been with the band during all its in¬ 
carnations, but in March 2006, original bass 
guitarist AN McMordie rejoined them follow¬ 
ing the departure of The Jam bass player 
Bruce Foxton after fifteen years. The response 
from the fans has been tremendous. 

Though focused on their new material, they 
always play the old favorites at gigs. Jake said, 
"You have to strike a balance. The difficulty 
with a band like ourselves is to try not make 
it sound like a cabaret band. Obviously, it’d be 
very easy to go, ’Hey, here’s another old one 
you may remember.’ A lot of the old songs the 
audience greet like old friends....! suppose it’s 


the same as any band that’s been around for 
any length of time....And yes, there are nights 
that we don’t particularly want to play "Alter¬ 
native Ulster" or "Suspect Device" because 
we’ve heard them ’til they're coming out our 
ears.

Heartening display from debutant 


Bob Buckler Racing

THERE was good news for the locally- 
based Bob Buckler stable last week 
with the promising debut of Heart¬ 
ening. 

The four-year-old filly ran a very en¬ 
couraging race to land third place in 
a bumper over two miles on Ling- 
field's polytrack. 

Buckler said: "That was a super run 
first time out. Dead genuine, tried, 
she was beaten by a very well backed 
horse, Pepelina, whilst the horse that 
beat us by IV 2 lengths, Amazing 
D'azy, for second, has been third 
twice in bumpers in her first two runs 
and obviously has form and experi¬ 
ence. No, I was very pleased with 
that. 

"She also got boxed in at one stage 
but was brave and went through the 
gap when it appeared, and but for 
that might have got second. She 
could be a very nice little horse. 

Having written that Double Dizzy 
had been retired two weeks ago after 
pulling up in the Haye Jousselin 
Chase at Autieul, connections de¬ 
cided to give him another chance, 
and he made an appearance in the 
Glenfarclas Cross Country Chase at 
Cheltenham on Saturday, the race in 
which he finished third last year. 

He did complete the challenging 
3m7f course comprising a variety of 
obstacles, finishing tenth of the 
eleven finishers in the field of sixteen, 
after which both the horse and 
jockey Andrew Glassonbury both re¬ 
ceived praise from Buckler. 

"The connections decided to give 
him one more chance, and although 
he didn't really want to go out into 
the country a second time, he didn't 
disgrace himself. 

He jumped amazingly, I reckon on 
average he made two lengths on the 
field at each fence, but he doesn't 
love racing in between times. 


"Andrew gave him without doubt 
the most amazing, brilliant ride. No¬ 
body would have earned their 
money more than him; he just kept 
him as interested as he could for a 
long as he could. 

"The ground was very testing, and 
if this is to be his last run has gone 
out on a semi-high really. His jump¬ 
ing kept him in there; it was brilliant." 

Buckler was however disappointed 
with the running of Malin Head who 
he expected to win the Michael 
Trickey Birthday Handicap Chase at 
Taunton over 2m7f, but could only 
finish last of the five finishers. 

"It mystified me! I thought he 
would win the race quite easily. The 
ground was actually softer that we 
wanted; it rode a lot softer than re¬ 
ported; but even so that should not 
have stopped him." 

It's possible he may have pulled a 
muscle because he was lame for two 
days after the race. 

Buckler said: "His jumping went 
downhill, and he's normally a brilliant 
jumper, so whether he pulled a mus¬ 
cle somewhere and it was quite sore, 
we are not sure. It would probably 
account for his lameness. It just 
proves as I have said before they are 
not machines." 

Cullahill ran a creditable fourth in 
the 3m Weatherbys 2013 Point-To- 
Point Annual Handicap Chase at Lud¬ 
low. 

"He ran a very good race. Ludlow's 
quite a fast, tight track and he got a 
little outpaced down the back. He 
then was boxed in and got bumped 
turning in that pushed him back a 
bit, but he stayed on again strongly. 
It was a very pleasing run for an old 
horse." 

He was due to race again at Folke¬ 
stone on Tuesday. 

There was disappointment for the 
stables trio of runners at Exeter last 
Wednesday. 

Quix's showing was possibly the 


result of the decision to miss out four 
fences down the back straight be¬ 
cause of the low sun in the 3m hand¬ 
icap chase. 

Buckler said: "He's an enigma. On 
his previous running in the high- 
class novice chase at Exeter, in that 
company he should have had a very 
good chance. 

"Taking the fences didn't help him 
because he's a thinker and a good 
jumper, and so he ran about 114 
miles with nothing to keep him oc¬ 
cupied and he lost interest. He fell 
later after making a slight mistake 
but was not interested by then. 

"He will be given one more chance 
because he works brilliantly at home 
and so we will give him one more 
chance at Folkestone on December 
4th. It's a flater, faster track, over the 
shorter distance of two miles and we 
will fit blinkers and fire him out in 
front." 

La Madonnina was pulled up two 
from home in the mare's novice hur¬ 
dle over 2m3f although it is possible 
she had been suffering from a back 
problem, possibly a pulled muscle 
from much earlier in the race. 

"She jumped poorly and was hold¬ 
ing her tail awkwardly at the end of 
the race which suggests something's 
not quite right, so she will be seeing 
a physio this week to check her out," 
said Buckler 

Double or Quitz was having his 
first race for just over two years fol¬ 
lowing a leg problem, and although 
never threatening, was adapting to 
life on the track when three fences 
from home jockey Giles Hawkins 
pulled him up when a horse fell in 
front of him. 

"He did blow a bit when turning up 
the hill which is fine, you would ex¬ 
pect that first time back, but he could 
have finished. Unfortunately a horse 
ran in front of him at the third last 
which saw Giles pull him up."

Scrappy defeat for disjointed Bridport 


I spent a rather frustrating last Saturday af¬ 
ternoon watching England in their hideous 
maroon strip concede far too many penalties 
and knocktoo many balls on when in attack¬ 
ing positions to give themselves a chance of 
winning. 

There was a full league programme taking 
place locally however. 

SHERBORNE 29 DORCHESTER 6 

THE visitors, who won both the territorial 
battle and certainly had an edge possession- 
wise, could not turn these advantages into 
points and suffered a bonus point defeat 
against a side who prospered when running 
at them, ball in hand. 

In fact Sherborne's first score came within 
five minutes of the kick off when one of their 
locks galloped over by the posts, untroubled 
by the defence. 

Dorchester did get on the scoreboard via 
the boot of James Baker but fell further be¬ 
hind when Sherborne's other second rower 
ran in his side's second try. 

The home side added the extras to this 
one, and added a simple penalty, after the 
visitors had infringed in front of their own 
posts. 

Again Baker reduced the deficit but, with 
the score standing at 17-6, the home side 
were certainly in control at the halfway stage. 

The second half was in fact a mirror image 
of the first, as far as Dorchester were con¬ 
cerned anyway. 

They continued to compete up front, but 
errors blighted their efforts and denied them 
reward.

ANYONE simply scanning the results would 
have regarded this one as a great game of 
rugby, with the result in doubt until the final 
whistle. 

In fact that surmise would have been far 
from the truth. The home side did certainly 
start the more positive, taking the lead 
through an early Nick Sheppard penalty 
goal, and increasing it when influential 
flanker Harry Charles got over for an uncon¬ 
verted try. 

These were followed in short order by a try 
from winger Will Quick, converted by Shep¬ 
pard, and, at 15-0 ahead, the home side ap¬ 
peared to be in control. 

An error let Walcot back into the game 
however, and they scored a unconverted try 
in the corner, before skipper Julian Quick 
countered with a home touchdown, again 
goaled by Sheppard. 

Walcot then intercepted and ran the length

The contest continued in the second-half, 
with the referee's whistle having a big say, 
rather to the players' frustration.

Weymouth responded however, and again 
drew clear when Will Quick ran in his second 
of the game, converted by Sheppard, who 
also kicked a penalty goal. 

Walcot were not done however. Aided and 
abetted by the home side's frustrations and 
loss of focus, they scored two late tries, one 
of which they converted to again threaten 
the home lead. They could not do more for
